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This special report contains original (unadjusted) estimates of employed persons and unemployed 
persons for Labour Force Dissemination Regions. The estimates are from the ABS Labour Force 
Survey. These series have shown historically a high degree of variability which is inherent in data 
about smaller labour markets. 


The Labour Force Survey is designed primarily to produce reliable National and State estimates. 
While estimates for regions are components of corresponding estimates at the State level, there are 
no independent population benchmarks at the Statistical Region level. Therefore, Statistical Region 
estimates will add to the State total, but the individual Statistical Regions will show less stability for 
any estimate than for a similar estimate at the State level. In addition, estimates (particularly 
estimates of unemployment) are considerably smaller and are subject to higher relative standard 
errors. 


Care should therefore be taken in the interpretation of regional estimates, particularly in the month 
to month movements. 


Changes to Regions: 
Regional boundaries are regularly changed to adhere to the boundaries defined in the Australian 


Standard Geographical Classification (ASGC). These changes are made every 5 years, in September, 
with the most recent changes being effective from September 1997. In the process of introducing the 
new regions, it was discovered that a small area had been incorrectly classified. An area was 
classified to the North and West BSD Balance Statistical Region (Brisbane), where it should have 
been classified to the South and East BSD Balance Statistical Region (Brisbane). This error has been 
rectified for the new regions. Further details of changes to dissemination regions may be found in 
Information Paper: Regional Labour Force Statistics (cat. no 6262.0) released in early October 1997. 


Standard Errors: 

Standard errors of the original estimates in this report for the States and Australia can be 
determined by using the methods described in the Technical Notes in Labour Force, Australia (6203.0). 
Statistical Region standard errors are available upon request from Donna Maurer on (02) 6252 6525 
or from any ABS State office. Very small estimates are subject to high standard errors (relative to 
the size of the estimate) which can detract seriously from their value for most general uses. Where 
estimates and percentages have relative standard errors greater than 25%, they have been identified 
by an asterisk (e.g. *1.0) to indicate that they are subject to high standard errors and should be used 
with caution.
